Lockman and several other 
youths were arrested last May 31 
on charge of raping an Antioch girl. 
She was unable to testify against 
them and the case was dismissed.

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Economic Highlights 

Much is being heard about the agricultural 
situation these days. Farm income is about 30 per 
cent down from the towering peak reached during 
the Korean War. The Democratic 'high command 
hopes to make important political capital out of that 
next year, and Republican leaders have acknowledged 
that it is a problem to which they are giving in- 
tensive attention. The political war will be largely 
fought over the issue of high rigid farm price sup- 
ports, as urged by the Democrats, versus the flexi- 
ble support plan introduced by Secretary Benson and 
adopted by the Republican policy makers. 

As with all political imbroglios, the oratory tends 
to generate more heat than light. So an objective 
look at the over-all agricultural picture is In order. 

First of all, the basic economic structure on 
which the nation's farm structure rests certainly 
seems solid. Agricultural assets are estimated at 
$103,000,000,000, including real estate, cash and in- 
vestments, and other property. Farm debt, by con- 
trast, is only about $18,000,000,000. Reports from 
rural areas indicate that farmers are .still buying 
machinery, automobiles, and other commodities on a 
big scale. 

Over the years, the farmer's relative position 
has greatly improved. In 1915, according to a Na- 
tion's Business account, the average farmer made 
only 33 per cent of the income of the average non- 
farmer. By 1954 the ratio had risen to 54 per cent. 
It is still increasing. And. of course, farmers get 
additional benefits in the form of things they raise 
and consume themselves. 

Coming down to the immediate present. Time 
magazine has succinctly summed up and analyzed the 
farm problem. It cites facts and figures, some of 
which arc gloomy. Yet, Time finds, the picture is 
not as bad as it is painted— and "the price and parity 
statistics do not tell the whole story." 

One thing that is often overlooked is that farmers' 
incomes shot up much faster and farther than those 
of other groups during World War II and ensuing 
years. According to Time, the per capita jump was 
almost 300 per cent from 1939 through 1951, as com- 
pared with 175 per cent for non-farm incomes. 
Furthermore, Time says, "Historically, farm prices 
have plummeted u al least 50 per cent after the war; 
in the years since the Korea peak, the drop has been 
only 21 per cent." And the drop in per capita farm 
income has been much less — only five per cent — 
due to the fact that the farm population has heavily 
declined. To quote Time again, "Farmers who re- 
main have bigger farms, run them more efficiently 
and are earning enough money to expand still more." 

Time marshals some other gratifying facts and 
opinions, mostly from official government sources. 
Farm land prices are rising. So are farmers' assets, 
which now average about $22,000 a family. And 
the Department of Agriculture predicts that farm 
prices have reached bottom, and that there will be 
little further decline this year. 



As for the price support issue, no one knows 
what the ultimate solution will be. But one thing Is 
sure— the cost to the taxpayers, a classification 
which includes farmers along with everyone else, 
is enormous. The government spent $2,100,000,000 
a new high, in supporting these prices In the last 
fiscal year alone. And the totai expenditure In crop 
buying and loans has reached $7,000,000,000.

We're in Luck 

How many Americans, in their day-by-day shop- 
ping in lavishly-stocked retail stores ever seriously 
think about the system that makes all this abundance 
possible? 

That system is called by various names — pri- 
vate enterprise, capitalism, a competitive economy, 
and so on. Regardless of semantics, it is based on 
just one thing — freedom. Producers are free to 
make what they like, retailers are free to stock what 
they like, and the consumer is free to buy what he 
likes and where ho likes. 

We take all this for granted. We know that 
some conveniently-located store will 'have on sale 
whatever we happen to want at the moment, and at 
a reasonable price which is held down by competi- 
tion. But we wouldn't take it for granted if we 
could see, at first hand, what the situation is in 
countries where these freedoms don't exist, and the 
government owns, operates, or in some way controls 
everything. 

Columnist Martin S. Haydcn recently wrote 
about what communism has done to living standards 
in Czechoslovakia — a country which, before it was 
communized, was among the most prosperous and 
advanced in Europe. The average Czech worker 
has a monthly take-home pay of about 900 crowns. 
This will buy the bare necessities, but little else. 
For, in Prague, a seven-inch screen TV set costs 
2000 crowns, a pound of coffee 109 crowns, a small 
car 27,000 crowns (30 months pay!) and a two burner 
hot plate 560 crowns. Mr. Hayden adds that house- 
wives queue up at five in the morning in the hope 
of getting a piece of meat.
